Output for Week Steady, Slightly U Upward; Expect 500,000 in May; 
March Sales Up Sharply to Top 300,000 Mark: May Registrations 
Seen 425,000; West Leads Gains; Tire Prices Boosted 10 Per Cent 


Production of passenger cars and trucks 


Output in the United States and Canada is hold- 
Steady at ing steady at its recent high level this 
High Level week. The trend continues upward with 


a slight gain over the week previous. The 
total for the week ending May 9 is placed at 117,708 
units, which shows a gain of 142 when compared to the 
revised estimate of 117,566 for May 2. The three volume 
producers continue at almost capacity production while 
the independents show little signs of slackening their 
pace. May is expected to yield better than 500,000 units, 
compared with an estimated total of 515,000 cars and 
trucks for April. Chevrolet production for April reached 
around 144,000 units and the schedule for May will reach 
nearly the same figure. Pontiac output for April was 
21,046 and the May program will reach in the neighbor- 
hood of 21,000 cars. Buick output during April reached 
18,582 and the May schedule has been set at 18,043. The 
Buick schedule calls for 6,000 more cars than had origi- 
nally been planned for May. Oldsmobile turned out close 
to 25,000 units last month and the same goal has been 
set for May. Independents such as Hudson, Packard, 
Nash-LaFayette, Studebaker, Auburn, Willys and Reo 
show little sign of slackening the pace they have main- 
tained to date. Meanwhile in the Chrysler Corp. the 
various divisions are showing a similar tendency to level 
out their production at a high point. During April 
Dodge produced nearly 38,000 cars and trucks and the 
Dodge plants are still operating at near capacity to get 
out the May quota. Chrysler cars produced during April 
totaled some 6,600 while De Soto during the same period 
produced more than 4,700. Both divisions will continue 
at the same rate during May, it has been learned.

From the registration standpoint, March 


March is showing a remarkable comeback from 
Sales Top the February figure. Earlier estimates of 
300,000 295,000 to 300,000 sales in March are more 


than fulfilled with reports from Polk. 
Complete registrations for March, with the exception of 
Connecticut, totaled 296,722. It is not expected the Con- 
necticut report will be complete before May 23, chiefly 
because of a two-week delay on account of flood dam- 
age to power lines supplying the state department, a 
change of the fiscal registration year to Mar. 1 and the 
installation of a new system of handling registrations. 
Connecticut registrations in March, last year, totaled 
3,556 units. New England registrations for March have 
held up well despite the floods and it is quite probable 
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that with the addition of Connecticut figures, the total 
for March will top the 300,000 mark. With production 
at practically all plants holding high, and most of them 
reporting orders exceeding output, May bids well to be 
one of the star months on the 1936 calendar. April esti- 
mates place sales at about 375,000 units. May output 
schedules call for about half a million units, which would 
indicate a registration figure of somewhere around 425,000 
cars and trucks. A prolonged selling year is pretty gen- 
erally expected. June is seen, from all reports, as hav- 
ing a good chance of hitting the sales peak for the year. 
The usual seasonal slump in July will probably be pretty. 
well out of the picture this year. The soldiers’ bonus, 
long heralded as an especially bright spot in the auto- 
motive summer, will begin to take effect about July and 
carry into August. From the used car angle, the bonus 
will probably not have as great an effect, since many 
of the sales have already been made with payment to 
come later.

It is thought that the mail order houses and oil com- 
panies will follow suit and thus bring about a stabiliza- 
tion of prices that cannot help but be beneficial to the 
iadustry. In this action the Wall Street Journal feels 
that the move was justified by the fact that the indus- 
try has successfully gotten past the spring period when 
serious price wars had broken out in the two preceding 
years. The action followed a test during the initial 
spring sales expansion of the stabilized conditions set up 
last November in order to check the serious 1935 price 
cutting. At Akron, tire company executives say that the 
three factors responsible for the avoidance of such up- 


.sets this year were: Exhaustion of low-cost raw material 


inventories, with a consequent increase in production 
costs; lower prices on original equipment tires sold to 
automobile manufacturers, thus eliminating much of the 
“cushion” which offset part of the retail price cutting a 
year ago, and a stronger finished inventory position than 
a year ago. Now, too, crude rubber and cotton prices 
have been advancing, with no correction in prices of the 
finished product; labor costs have increased too, and now 
it is claimed that the tire makers are paying the highest 
wage rates of any industry in the country. And it is in- 
teresting to record that only Monday Firestone and 
Goodrich gave the workers another boost of from 5 to 
10 per cent.

General, too, is figuring on a mechanical goods plant 
outside of Ohio. Goodyear is pushing tire and tube pro- 
duction at its Gadsden, Ala., establishment, while Good- 
year, Goodrich and Firestone have transferred mould 
equipment to their California factories.

Canada’s tariff concession in the 


Tariff United States in the trade pact, 
Booms Canada which now has been in operation 
Automobile Sales four months, gave, in the results of 


the March business, a clearer indi- 
cation of the expected trends of exports and imports 
than in the two previous months. Purchases of auto- 
mobiles from the United States in March were valued 
at $614,000, nearly double of those in March last year, 
Canada reports, but it is significant that imports of auto- 
mobile parts declined by about $1,200,000, for it is be- 
lieved probable that importers of parts began in March 
to hold off purchases pending tariff changes in the 
budget. While automobile imports to the Dominion, 
both from the United Kingdom and the United States, 
increased from $362,000 to $649,000, imports of automo- 
bile parts declined sharply from $3,692,000 to $2,417,000. 
Castings and forgings, engines and tools decreased some- 
what, but farm implements rose from $698,000 to $1,162,- 
000, machinery from $2,003,000 to $2,523,000 and electric 
apparatus from $743,000 to $898,000.
